OTTAWA, Jan 16.—Decreases in the amount of eggs, mutton, cheese 
and beef in cold storage on Jan 1, as compared with Dee 1, 1917, are shown 
in the monthly report of the acting commissioner of the minister of labor, 
ye cost of living, for W. F. O'Connor. On the other hand, there were on 
Jan 1 Jarger amounts of pork, bacon, fish, etc, in cold storage, The state- 
ment includes reports of companies holding about 99 per cent of the cold 
storage space available in Canada. 

“It is to be expected,” says the report, “that the holdings on Jan 1 of 
butter, cheese and eggs particularly, should show a decrease, By the first of 
March the cold storage companies expect that these commodities will be 
almost cleared, except for current trade.”

|A Doubtful Proposal. 


The suggestion was made at 
ithe recent conference that a 
‘general act be passed by the 
Legislature providing that if 


city taxes are not paid within 
six months after falling due the 
property involved may be sold, the 
owner having one year in which 
to redeem it. Apparently the in 
tention is not that this act should 
affect current arrears of taxes, but 
{should be applicable only to the 
future. Even so, the proposed 
,ferms seem somewhat stringent, 
There are times when a taxpayer 
is unable to pay his taxes when 
due through unavoidable causes. 
To shorten his period of grace 
from three years to six months, 
would certainly be a radical de- 
parture in the direction of com- 
pelling promptitude at the risk of 
imposing hardship. It is also in 
order to bear in mind what would 
have happened if all Edmonton 
property on which 1914 taxes 
were not paid had been put up for 
jsale in the middle of 1915. Un- 
doubtedly the bulk of the property 
would either have gone to new 
owners for a trifle on its normal 
value or the city would have come 
into possession of it—and would 
have been unable to collect any- 
thing on it since, or even to charge 
up arrears which may be collect- 
able some day. In ease of a sud- 
den collapse of real estate values, 
such as happened in 1914, the 
three-year period of exemption 
gives time for readjustment and 
\for at least partial recovery of 
normal conditions, which a six- 
/month period of exemption would 
not allow. Only under the very ex- 
ceptional circumstances now pre- 
vailing has the three-year exemp- 
tion period been found to seriously 
complicate civie finances, and 
the wisdom of shortening it to a 
six month period of exemption is 
certainly open to doubt. 


A Case for Compromise, 

The cities of the Province are 
asking for a share of the taxes 
}imposed on motor vehicles, This 
apears to be a case for compromise 
between the Province and city au- 
| thorities on a basis of fairness and 
of recognition of the rights and 
interests of both. As city automo- 
biles use the country roads—to- 
ward the upkeep of which the 
Provinee contributes—it is fair 
argument that the Province should 
derive some revenue from those 
who have the privilege of 
sharing in the benefit of provin- 
cial expenditures, On dhe other 
hand, the cities maintain their 
streets without any help from the 
province, and farm vehicles use 
these streets without their owners 
contributing anything to the cost 
of upkeep. It would seem reason- 
able to set one fact against the 
other as a basis of compromise, 
and to divide the revenue from the 
licenses in some agreed proportion 
| between the pvovineial and civic 
/authorities, An alternative means 
would be to allow cities to impose 
a license upon automobiles, beside 
the provincial license. But the wis- 
dom of that is to be doubted, The 
automobile has come to stay, and 
nothing is desirable that would 
prevent its more extended use. 
The lieense imposed by the Pro 
vinee is fairly heavy, and has been 
increased this year, Certainly if 
cities were allowed to impose fees 
also the automobile owners would 
be justified in calling for a redue- 
tion of the provincial fees, Rather 
than have two authovities licens- 
ing and taxing automobiles it is
